COPPER ORE 


A Mineral is Found that 


May Prove to be 


of Great Value. 


A discovery has been made by John 


L. Wedeklnd in the hills ten miles 
southeast of 
Reno and five minutes 


from the V. & T. track that promises 
to be of Inestimable benefit to the cop- 
per mining industry in Western Ne- 
vada, Mr. Wedeklnd found an almost 
inexhaustible deposit of 
a mineral, 


carrying 38 per cent sulphuric acid. 
It is In the nature of an alum deposit, 
but what other ingredients it contains 
has not yet been determined. 


On the find is a spring that flows 


water so highly impregnated with 
alum that it Is impossible to drink it. 


After 
the .locations 
were 
made 


Judge Wren was consulted about the 
deposit and he made 
certain tests 


which conclusively proved that a new 
process has been discovered for work- 
ing certain grades of copper ores. 


j 
The process consists In reducing the 


i newly found material to a solution. In- 
troducing either the oxide or carbon- 
ate ores of copper and precipitating on 
iron. 


No novelty Is claimed for the me- 


thod. The only discovery is in the na- 
ture of the Wedekind find. It has been 
demonstrated that 
the 
ore •will be 


quickly acted on without reducing it 
finer than by an ordinary rock crush- 
er. 


It requires only an hour or two for 


a sheet of Iron to become pure copper. 
A Journal reporter laid his knife in the 
solution for five seconds and it is beau- 
tifully coppered. 


The merit of the new find is In the 


cheapness by which ores can be work- 
ed as the process is simple and the 
raw materials are easily obtainable In 
unlimited quantities.

NO BURGLAR PROOF SAFES

CARCELY a week passes without some remark- 
able development or discovery in connection with 


electricity. 
The knowledge already had of it, its 


application and power, has revolutionized the meth- 
od of doing things in the commercial as \\ell as in 
the industrial world, nnd every development in 
connection with this still mysterious power, con- 
firms the impression that even now, when all of 
these achievements have been revealed, \\e are 
still upon the very border land of the knowledge of 
a useful nature regarding it. It is just now an- 
nounced that the officials of the treasury depart- 
ment at Washington have decided that no more ex- 
pense shall be put into so-called burglar proof safes. 
These safeguards are moat costly, because of the 
care that must be exercised and the proc.vses util- 
i?ed in perfecting the material 
It has been main- 


tained that a steel chest could be constructed so 
that it would be impracticable for an expert burglar 
to open it under the most favorable conditions But 
now a westerner has found that by the simple use 
of a carbon, through which is run the current of a 
portable battery, no larger than is required to run 
an ordinary sized automobile, the hardest steel can 
be tracked, no matter \\hat its shape or thickness. 
And so the treasury will now direct its attention as 
regaids the treasure committed to its keeping, along 
the lines of developing a system of human guards, 
assisted by such electrical devices of warning as 
can be very readily and efficiently installed. 
The 


invention alluded to was not made for the purpose 
or safe-breaking, but having been de\eloped in the 
useful service of severing the hardest of steel bars 
and plates, without reference to their thick net,-,, its 
application to the criminal work was vcr\ readily 
discerned nnd utilized.
